City in Throes of a Face Lifting 


Some sights in Washington should be visit- 
ed] soon; they may not be around miiny more 
years. One such sight, familiur to every tele- 
vision viewer who has watched a Presidential 
iniugural parade or grieved with the Nation 
aver a lost hero, is historic Pennsvivania 
Avenue. A Presicential council recently com- 
pleted olons for massive redevelopment of 
the avenue, including rebuilding its north 
side almost entirely (pages 744-7). 

The result, if the plan woes through, would 
give Washington between the White House 
and the Capitol a magnificent vista such os 
the city’s French designer, Maj. Pierre Charles 
L’Eniant, dreamed of 173 years ago, 

Pennsylvania Avenue represents a mere 
fraction of the rapidly changing core of a 
great city, Transformation of Washington's 
tired central shopping district is being pira- 
posed by a group ot business and civie leaders 
called “Downtown Progress.” 

Not far away, in view of the Capitol, 550 
acres known as Southwest Redevelopment

have already banished their tumbled shacks 
and erimy warehouses in favor of new town- 
houses and apartments (pase 775). 

Elsewhere time turns back on tteself, as in 
the case of Lafayette Square. Around the 
broad park just opposite the White House, 
a scattering of buildings of the 1920's hove 
fallen to the wrecking hammer. In their place, 
beside such beloved landmarks as the Dolley

He stniled again. “Some people, vou know, 
complain that Supreme Court Justices live 
furever, Your story may give them hope." 

T often think of the things I want to saw 
five minutes tow late As 7 left Chief Justice 
Warren's chambers, | recalled a side of the 
Court's history that I'm sure would delight 
him, It happens that itlicit curd games once 
went onin the shadow of the Court. Not ordi- 
nary somes in the sense ef bridge or poker, 
but games played with calling curds 

T heard the story when | was voung from i 
friend, the chauffeur for a Washington cem- 
bassy, In those davs, just.as now, umlmssadors 
and their staffs exchanged hundreds of calling 
cards with members of other embassies, For 
many calls, the missions simply sent the curds 
nroundl by chowfeur. 

Washington even then hid its traffic prusls- 
lems, and the errands often cost the drivers 
hours. According to my fiend, the chauffeurs 
formed a league and saved up several days" 
worth of cards ata time, Then, on a regular 


(ay agreed by the membership, thev all gath- 
ered behind the Supreme Court Building and 
swapped the cards, exch taking the ones for 
his own emliissy, 

Washington's ciplomatic corps tocay is far 
too large for the old-fashioned league to oper- 
ate.

There, after adiressing 2,800 foreien stuce nts 
on a visit. with the American Field Service 
International Scholarship Program, President 
Johnson could baye used a score of Jim Hav- 
enners in the traffic jam of admirers. 

With asmiling reference to Him ane Her— 
the Johnson family beowles—and the public 
debate over whether they should hive their 
vars pulled, the President introduced himself 
amid roars of lauwhter as “the White House 
dogs’ best Imnend” (page 703), 

In solemn tones he warned his young visi- 
tors that “Mon may try to tell vou that peace 
among nations and melehbors is mot pssi- 
ble... that eld rivalies and strigeles can 
newer be laid aside. When any tell you that, 
you tell them of Amenca. Here.,, people 
with the blood! af your own aneestors in their 
veins have forgetten and overcome and laid 
side divisions of the puost.” 

As thouch in comment on the endlessly 
changine city ond ation around them, the 
President told his quests that “almost nobody 
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in America thinks thatmuch in Amenca is os 
vo) os it shouldl be or could be.” Posing 
with «a smile, he brought another roar of 
laughter when he added, “even, sometimes, 
inclucting its President”

The new maps come at a timely moment, 
as the Nation's attention focuses on the Cap- 
ital: thousands of visitors will soon arrive for 
the Presidential inauguration on January 20, 
For them, Tourist Washington will be of 
ureatest interest. On » scale of a third of a 
mile to the Inch, it stretches east and west 
from the 50.000-seat District of Columbia 
Stadium, home of the football Redskins and 
the baseball Senators, to Arlington National 
Cemetery, marked by the eternal fame over 
the gmve of President John F. Kennedy. 
North to south it extends fram the enlarged 
Sheraton Park and Shoreham Hotels to Wash- 
ington National Airport at Potomac’s. edge: 

Points of tourist interest are featurerl, in- 
cluding hotels and major theaters. As in the 
preceding U.S, Atlus Map of New York City 
(July, 19643, a color code identifies major 
buildings: The map names fifty of the 112 
foreign nations with Washington diplomatic 
missions; index numbers identify the rest. 

Te asstre up-to-the-minute accuracy, the 
Society's cartoyraphers constructed a base 
map from a hundred aerial photographs of 


the Nation’s 


Washington ami its saburbs, then fanned 
out-by cor and on foot, checking each detail 
on the spot. They found some streets obliter- 
ated, new ones laid down, familiar buildings 
falling to the wrecking ball, others under con- 
struction. Field checking the maps required 
more than 400 man-hours. 

On Capitol Hill; both Mouse and Senate oc- 
copy huge new afice buildings. The Capitol 
itself displays a face lifting, completed in 
1961, The Rast Front, now faced with marble 
inktead of samdstone: hos moved forward 
$242 feet, adding 74/2 acres to floor space.

On enterme one tent, we called “As-solaanin 
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Taday this World War] euncottan rests in 
the museum of the Jordan Arab Army, safely 
imtnersed in kerosene. 

Halfway'to the Saudi frontier, the railway 
descends an abrupt escarpment in a series of 
long switchbacks. The break in the plain is 
called in Arahie an ‘ugaba, a going down; it 
marks the beginning of a rougher terrain of 
broken hills ond rocky vallevs. 

The scene was desolate; in the lifeless waste 
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af sand, flint, and basalt, the abandoned rail- 
way faltered, like the ghost of a lost hope, 
toward Mecea. The ruined station here bears 
the appropriute name of Batn a) Ghul—the 
Cihoul’s Belly. 

This-is classic ground: most of the great 
Arabian travelers passed this way. Ibn Bat- 
tuta, the celebrated mecieval Arab traveler, 
came through here on his way to Meces in 
1326. He quoted o then-current proverb 
about the desert: “He who enters it is lost, 
and he who leaves-it-ts born.”

HHREE WAS have rolled over the Holy Lond during Bertha Vester'’s time there. Often 

che has braved guntire while going about her duties as the Americun Good Samaritan, 
orus Arabs call her, “the mother of us all.” Even today, at $6, from her home in the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem, she looks across an armed frontior—the no man’s land dividing the 
city between Jordan and Isruel. 

For nearly 70 vears this dedicated woman has given her time, energy, and limited 
funds te helping the siek, wounded, anil needy of the Holy Land—be they Moslem, 
Christian, or Jew. She ix the only woman to wear the Jordan Star, Third Class, awarded 
by King Hussein for her services to Jordan's people. 

Mire. Vester lus known kings, prinecs, shetks, and field murshuls, but those closest to 
lier heart wre the humble peaple—thase whe need help, Perhaps her greatest achieve- 
ment is the Spafford Memorial Children’s Hospital, It was born —as this warmly human 
story expluins—becuuise of a Yuletide incident of many vears ago. 

Somehow, in an incredibly active life, Mrs. Vester has also found time to be a painter, 
Her water-color studies of the wild flowers of the Holy Land are beautiful, Hertha Vester's 
story, we decided, should he published in NATIONAL, CeOGHAPHIC. We encour@ed her 
to write this artieleé. and to let us select ustrations from her paintings and the historic 


photographs in her albums, Now we take pleasure and pride in presenting it.

My mother wrote to a fiend: “We started 
early in the morning, on horseback. without 
any protection except our Bedouin frends, 
whe were armed to the teeth with swords, 
pistols, knives, etc. [ wish vou could have seen 
us Start out with these wild Ishmaclites.” 

The first night we spent in Jericho, the sec- 
ond in an encampment of Adwan shepherds, 
where “very soon iifter our arnyal they killed 
the fatted lamb’ und ‘haked the cake’ for us, 
just like in the daws of Abraham,” 

After supper, Mother wrote, the Bedouin 
stuged a war dance, “the wildest scene one 
could imagine.” While a dozen men stood 
shoulder ty Shoulder waned chanted them song, 

“a woman danced with o drawn sword in her 
hana, which she brandisherd with clexternus 
skill... The fastershe danced, the more ex- 
cited the men gol, until it all finished in a 
arin! finale of noise anel citst,” 

Next day we reached the Bedouin camp at 
Heshbon, atop a mountain south of Amman, 
now Jordan's capital (map, pages 786-7). 

“The wife of the great sheik met us with 
the gracious dignity of aqueen,” my mother 
wrote, adding that soon the whole encamp- 
ment was astir with preparations for a feast. 

"Alter we hod partaken ... the evening fire 
was rekindled... Then the court joker and 
singer came forward and sana the praises of 
the ereat sheik—telling about the numerous 
battles he had fought und wen, and -recount- 


foe the many enemies be had killed, He threw 


up the cust with his hand pne said, So many 
more than could be counted” 

To mark the visit, T was adopted asa mem- 
ber of the tribe, The Bedouin called me 
Murtha Adwan, the tearest they could come 
to “Bertha.”

Deir Yasin raised Arab feeine to fever 
oitch.

lwent out and faced them. Shooting from 
the American Colony, | tole them, was ltke 
shooting from a mosque or a church.

My plea 
wis denoted on that occasum, but the Amer- 
jcan Colony property was never again used 
for military Purpases. 

For two years, 1945-49, we were under 
constant fre. We became accustomerl Wo stav- 
ing away from wincdews, to the whine of 
bullets, to shellfire und bomb blast. One night 
the American Colony Hotel was struck by 
a mortar shell that landed in the central 
courtvard, shattenng a wall, ripping up the 
stones: that covered the cistern, and killing a 
tall pole I hacl grown from a seedling. Alto- 
gether, 30 shells fell on American Colony 
property, Several guests were wounded by 
bullets or shrapnel, 

But our work wenton, Gruests left the hotel, 
and wesel up operiting tables in the dining 
room. Fifteen thousand cosualiies were 
treated. When the fiehting censed, the poor 
people of Jerusolem and environs came to the 
American Colony for medical treatment. We 
rented a nearby house ane set up our Out- 
patient Clinic, where large numbers still 
come toch. 

To tell the story of my favorite project, the 
Children’s Hospital, I must bark back to the
